The statement followed a report that Heinrich 
Himmler. German Gestapo chieftain, had offered to 
surrender to Britain and the United States, hut not 
to Russia- The Prime Minister did not comment on 
this report. 
The development came as five Allied armies 
converged on the southern pocket of bisected Ger­ 
many and the battIe in the northern pocket rose in 
fury. The desperate struggle which the Nazis said 
would decide the war raged for the splintered 
quarter of Berlin still in German hands.
